NARRATIVE 


On  02/26/2015  at  approximately  2147  hours,  Officer  Galligan  #860  and  I  were  in  full  police  uniform  and  driving  in  an 
unmarked  vehicle.  While  responding  to  24th  St  and  Folsom  St  regarding  an  unknown  male  chasing  another  male 
with  a  knife  (CAD  #150573705),  3D14D,  Officer  Ellis  #1614  broadcast  a  call  of  "Shots  Fired!"  from  the  same  location. 


Prior  to  our  arrival,  3D14D  advised  that  there  was  a  male  with  a  gunshot  wound  to  the  chest.  3D74,  Officer  Obidi 
#2328  and  Officer  Mayo  #2308  broadcast  that  they  were  on  scene  and  Officer  Obidi  was  rendering  aid.  At  which 
time,  3D113,  Sgt  Montoya  #1522,  3D117,  Sgt  Fong  #1088,  3D118  Sgt  Petuya#1712,  3A52C  Sgt  Bandvik  #479 
along  with  several  units  arrived  on  scene.  3D300,  Captain  Perea  #474,  3X302,  Captain  Osuna  #2141  and  3D204,  LI 
Im  #2096  arrived  soon  after. 

Sgt  Montoya  determined  that  this  was  on  officer  involved  shooting  incident,  involving  (VI)  Officer  Tiffe  #1312  and 
(V2)  Officer  Reboli  #1651 .  Sgt  Montoya  obtained  a  Public  Safety  Statement  from  Officer  Tiffe  and  Officer  Reboli. 
(See  Sgt  Montoya's  statement  for  further). 

Numerous  Mission  and  Bayview  units  responded  to  the  area  and  set  up  a  crime  scene  and  perimeter. 

Medic  #71  along  with  Rescue  Squad  #2,  Truck  7,  Engine  1 1 ,  Battallion  6  and  RC3  all  responded  to  the  scene. 

Medic  71  advised  the  time  of  death  as  2154  hours. 


Officer  Galligan  notified  Officer  Joseph  #1808  at  DOC  who  made  the  appropriate  notifications.  I  responded  2857 
Folsom  where  I  observed  (SI)  John  Doe  lying  on  the  ground  with  a  yellow  blanket  over  him.  There  was  a  pool  of 
blood  coming  from  under  the  blanket  around  the  head  area.  Doe  was  lying  on  the  ground  in  the  street  between  two 
cars;  a  silver  Toyota  and  a  blue  Nissan  which  were  parked  in  front  of  2857 

Folsom  St. 


Directly  to  the  south  of  Doe's  head,  there  was  a  silver  knife  with  a  silver  handle  and  an  approximately  8"  blade. 
Officer  Mayo  #2308  remained  with  the  knife  (See  Officer  Mayo's  statement  for  further). 


There  was  a  bicycle  on  the  sidewalk  which  belonged  to  (RV1) 


^^■^as  sitting  on  the  sidewalk,  just  south  of  the  above  mentioned  blue  Nissan.  HH  was  crying  and  visibly 
upset.  ^J^vas  a  Spanish  only  speaker  and  was  speaking  with  3D14D,  Officer  CaMlo  #1014  who  is  a  Department 
certified  Spanish  translator.  Officer  Cabillo  transported  ■■to  Mission  Station  and  then  later  transported  him  to  the 
Homicide  office  located  at  850  Bryant  St  to  be  interviewecflJy  Homicide  inspectors. 


While  on  scene,  Captain  Perea  spoke  withj 


[old  Captain  Perea,  "The  guy,  he  wanted  my  bike  and  he 


had  a  knife  this  big."  (See  Captain  Perea's  written  statement). 


3D11D,  Officer  Buckley  #1537  responded  to  the  scene  and  relieved  Officer  Mayo  and  stayed  with  the  knife  and  the 
body  until  CSI  arrived  (See  Officer  Buckley's  written  statement). 


Officer  Obidi  told  me  when  he  arrived  on  scene,  he  observed  Doe  on  the  ground.  Officer  Obidi  immediately  began  to 
render  aid  by  performing  CPR.  Officer  Obidi  continued  to  render  aid  until  he  was  relieved  by  Medic  71 .  Officer  Obidi 
then  canvassed  the  area  for  possible  witnesses  to  no  avail.  Officer  Obidi  later  relieved  Officer  Larnauti  and 
maintained  the  (E2)  Crime  Scene  Log.  (See  Officer  Obidi's  written  statement). 


3C13E,  Officer  Cunningham  #4264  responded  to  the  scene  and  located  4  shell  casings  on  the  sidewalk  and  1  under 
the  Toyota  (See  Officer  Cunningham's  written  statement). 


Officer  Lewin-Tankel  #4343  and  Officer  Silvestri  #4351  transported  Officer  Reboli  and  Officer  Tiffe  separately  to 

_ SFDPA  -0179-14  -000010 
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Mission  Station.  (See  their  statements  for  further). 

Homicide  investigators,  5H2,  Sgt  Dedet  #101 , 5H3,  Sgt  Ravano  #929  and  Sgt  Canning  #269  responded  and  took 
over  the  investigation. 

3D15D,  Officer  Larnauti  #1996  started  and  kept  the  (E2)  Crime  Scene  Log.  Officer  Larnauti  then  turned  the  Crime 
Scene  Log  to  Officer  Obidi. 

Officer  Mellone  #4249  located  (RWI)^^^^^Hwho  stated  that  he  observed  a  police  officer  in  full  police  uniform 
running  southbound  on  Folsom  St  afteH^^^^bject  while  shouting  "Stop!"  approximately  4  times.  Officer  Mellone 
later  provided  Sgt  Canning  #269  with  thc^^^l contact  information.  (See  Officer  Mellone's  and  Officer  Larnauti's 
written  statements). 


3D16D,  Officer  Tsang  #1518  documented  vehicles  in  the  area.  Officer  Tsang  knocked  on  several  doors  on  Folsom 

-  ‘  jnanattemDUolocateadditi^  or  possible  witnesses.  Officer  Tsang  located  witnesses  at 

_ all  heard  between  4-6  gunshots.  No  additional  witnesses 

were  founTbyOfficeHsancnSe^nice^sang^ritten  statement). 


3D12D,  Officer  Lin  #4345  knocked  on  several  doors  on  Folsom  St  and  24th  St  in  an  attempt  to  locate  additional 
victims  or  possible  witnesses^Officei^Mocate^severa^itnesse^wh^Tear^gunshot^and/oi^ellin^aHhe 


following  addresses! 


Officer  Lin  also  locatedHHHI^Mat^^^^^^H/vho  stated  that  heheardandsaw  the  incident  and  was 
directly  interviewed  by  Homicide  investigators.  Officer  Lin  located  (RW3)^^^^|^^^Hwho  stated  that  he  heard 

a  male  voice  giving  verbal  commands  to  "Get  Down!"  followed  by  . ml  iiiiii'Jinl  .  im  nl 

which  Officer  Lin  seized  then  provided  to  Homicide  Sgt  Levy  #4216.  Officer  Lin  then  transported^^^Bto  850 
Bryant  St  where  he  was  interviewed  by  Homicide  investigators  (See  Officer  Lin's  written  statement). 


3D15E,  Officer  Kovitprakornkul  #2177  located  witnesses

advised  Sgt  Fong  about  the  witness  who  then  had  Officer  Quema  #2117  remain  with  the  witness  and  take  a 
statement.  (See  Sgt  Garden's  written  statement).

she  moved  away  from  the  window.  stated  that  she  heard  an  unknown  amount  of  gunshots  and  believed  that 

bullets  hit  the  house.  Officer  Daniele  then  located  two  bullet  holes  on  the  exterior  of  the  house:  (D1)  one  located 
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above  the  garage  door  and  (D2)  one  on  the  wall  next  to  the  front  door.  Officer  Daniele  located  a  spent  bullet  slug  on 
the  ground  just  outside  of  the  house.  Officer  Daniele  stayed  with  until  relieved  by  other  units  (See  Officer 

Daniele's  written  statement).

police  yell,  "Put  it  down!  Drop  it!  Drop  it  now!"  ^^■statedthat  one  of  the  subjects  began  to  run  soi^M^ui  on  the 
east  side  of  Folsom  St  and  then  heard  4-5  gunshots,  ^^■then  heard  "Get  down!  Get  down  now!"  HH 
completed  a  written  statement  which  she  provided  to  Sgt  Canning.  Officer  Quema  and  Officer  Lockett  transported 
■■■to  850  Bryant  St  to  be  interviewed  by  Homicide  investigators. 

3C13E,  Officer  Eggers  #1452  located  cameras  at| 


Chief  Suhr  #887  along  with  Deputy  Chief  Tomioka  #1113,  Deputy  Chief  Sainez#1667,  Commander  Redmond  #1757 
and  Commander  Moser  #1434  all  responded  to  the  scene. 


Lt  Devlin  #396,  Inspector  Shouldice  #2054,  Officer  Rodelas  #729,  Officer  Nibungco  #2390  and  Officer  Shakur  #2476 
all  from  CSI  responded  and  processed  the  scene.
